During the last few years the public

Home Adornment. 
I desire to offer a few general sug­ 
gestions to the rural worker and thinker 
on home adornment, 
lf our country is 
ever to grow lovely through man's tastes 
and labors, it is this class of persons 
who must make it so. 
The farmer 
should take plenty of ground for spec­ 
ial ornamentation. 
lf he have a some­ 
what irregular surface available for such 
a purpose it should be used in prefer­ 
ence to the smoother land, as it affords 
better opportunities for variety, a thing 
to be desired in our western landscapes. 
lf he does not take sufficient space and 
is a person of taste it will prove a mat­ 
ter for life-long regret. 
Many i>eoplc 
have this to lament over. They have 
! 
slanted evergreens, hard maples, wil- 
ows, 
box-elders, honey locusts and 
other trees, close together, and when 
these trees arrive at an age to display 
their beaut}’ they Itegin to deform each 
other. 
Every time the owner steps 
through his door-yard he sees a tine ev­ 
ergreen, or some other favorite tree, 
growing into hopeless one-sidedness or 
stunted worthlessness, from the close 
companionship of other trees, and, 
while he deplores it he usually lacks 
courage to do anything about it; thus 
his door-yard becomes a torment in­ 
stead of a joy. 
Whoever invented the 
country dooryard did the w’orld agreat 
injury- 
Since that time most country 
people tind no place to put a fine tree 
but in the door-yard. 
Plant trees liberally but not indis­ 
criminate! \\ 
Every tree has its own 
beauty and its own place, but nothing 
can Im? more indefinite than the ideas 
usually entertained on these points. 
The most common thought seems to be 
that if a tree or shrub is handsome in 
itself it will look well anywhere. 
The 
truth appears to be that, if we w ish to 
produce tine effects by tree-planting 
the adaptation of the tree to its place, 
not only by Its general form and habits 
butby the sentiments which it awakens 
in the beholder, is of prime imi>ortance. 
Trees which express strength, 
h u b * 
pendenee, retirement, shelter, 
seem 
better adapted than any others to our 
prairie homes. Our w inters are cold, 
our winds are tierce; ^ie trees must 
have strength and endurance to with­ 
stand them. 
Upon our brood open 
lands we seem to live in all out-doors; 
we want trees that will shut us into the 
retirement and privacy of a home. 
We 
want trees that w ill warm and comfort 
the landscape. 
A home with oaks, ma­ 
ples, 
Vrgreens has inde­ 
pendence, intel lienee and relinment 
associated with it. 
A homo with pop­ 
lars and other soft wood chiefly, is a 
cheaply gotten up affair and has a pov­ 
erty-stricken look. 
We would not dis­ 
parage the planting of the deciduous 
soft woods, but great care should be 
taken in regard to kind, place ami also 
number. 
Though a slow-growing tree, there is 
none which assumes a pleasing appear­ 
ance sooner and which will give greater 
satisfaction than the hard maple. There 
is no other deciduous tree that clothes 
itself in such fine apparel at the diame­ 
ter of live inches. 
One or two in the 
pasture, 
a clump 
in 
your special 
grounds near the house, and a few, or 
a row if you choose, beside the road, 
will never seem out of place. There is 
no single tree that individualizes itself 
in a more characteristic manner than 
the white elm when it attains age. 
It 
is especially welcome at the corners of 
the road, at the entrance gate, or as a 
roof-tree. 
The oak is a hardy, inde­ 
pendent tree, and stout enough in the 
shoulders to hold its arms out st might 
without splitting. 
The man w ho is so 
fortunate as to have a grove of old 
oaks, or scattering ones, about his 
dwelling should be careful about cutting 
them away. 
Nothing which he can 
produce in the way of ornamentation 
during his life-time will ever replace 
the loss of such old settlers. 
The red 
or swamp maple, as seen in the Septem­ 
ber woods of the East, is like the scar­ 
let tanager among the feathered tribes. 
A tree or twro of this species in a group 
of evergreen w’ould. at the time of year 
when it puts on its scarlet, make a re­ 
markable feature in the land3ca}>c. 
This tree in color is the pure red wine 
of autumn; nothing in the landscape in­ 
toxicates like it. 
Most farmers consider the extensive 
planting of evergreens very expensive. 
The proper wray to reduce cost is to set 
out a small nursery of hardy, free- 
growing kinds. The cost of small trees is 
little and the labor of caring for them 
trifling. 
In a few years they are ready 
for 
use during 
any 
leisure 
day 
in 
the 
tree-planting 
season. 
My 
own expense for small evergreens 
sufficient for use on my farm did 
not exceed $30. When they had £rown 
to a size suitable for removal to already 
chosen permanent localities, with a 
team, low sled and a man to assist I 
have removed and set out a large group 
in a day. The days spent in this labor 
are among the happiest of rn} life. 
It 
is a joy to raise a tree, to set it in its 
permanent home, and think that it will 
remain a monument of one’s tastes aud 
labors for perhaps a century or more. 
For this farm I paid $20 per acre, and 
in less than ten years I sold it for $50 
per acre. 
Farm adornment does pay in 
money as well as in beauty. Dollars 
never return a heavier interest to the 
farmer than when put in attractive ob­ 
jects that w ill increase the charms of 
nature upon his land. 
oodlands keep the homestead in 
good heart.” No farm is complete w1th- 
out one, for beauty as well as utility. If 
it be close to the highway, and have 
some depth, it adds greatly to the ap­ 
parent seclusion of one's premises. Dis­ 
tance is deceptive and greatly magnitied 
in woodlands. 
Deep green, retired, 
snug in winter and cool iii summer, 
what fires light up a w’ood of mingled 
trees in autumn! An opening in the 
wood is rendered very pleasant if crim­ 
soned in September with a patch of 
sumach. 
A few’ trees of the juneberry, 
wild plum, and flowering dogwood will 
wliiteu its borders in May, anti an occa­ 
sional erab-apple will flush it with red 
at about the same season. 
A good- 
sized anti well-kept orchard speaks 
much for the owner. Orchards as well 
as woodlands that extend to the high­ 
way, should have depth to make them 
interesting. 
Pleasing effects can tx* 
produced by arranging the trees so that 
the higher colored fruits will have the 
mos* prominent places. 
The condition 
of the surface of an orchard has much 
to do with its attractiveness. The con­ 
dition of the highway also has much to 
do with the appearance of one's prem­ 
ises. 
A deeply plowed and badly 
washed roadside, with unsodded banks, 
mars the 
beauty of * the adjacent 
grounds. 
The thought uppermost in many a 
farmer's mind, after he gets out of debt 
and has some money ahead, is to build 
what would be called a beautiful house. 
It must be put where the public will 
have a full view’ of it. So three sides, 
all blossoming in wooden contrivances, 
arc held out for our admiration, w’hile 
the fourth side, being designed for the 
pigs and poultry to look at, is left 


somewhat modest and decent. 
Pre­ 
tentions to show’ usually prove a de­ 
formity. 
Build the house rather “ low 
and rambling,” well hooded by a steep 
roof, projecting eaves and wholesome 
chimneys. 
We want to see evidences 
of home shelter and home fire. W by 
should the roof and chimneys be so 
constructed as to appear subordinate to 
the rest of the house? If the walls be of 
stone they will grow handsomer with 
age. 
Build so that the house will show 
care for home convenience and home 
comfort. 
We do not care how many 
gables there are if they express farm 
aud family needs. 
Let the house live a 
retired life among trees and broad 
fields. 
Make the house neat, conve­ 
nient, elegant if you choose, but never 
gaudy or pretentious with wooden 
trinkets. Its beauty should be endur­ 
ing, like the beauty of the billa and 
prairies. If the farm be properly orna­ 
mented by tree and viue, green slopes, 
autuuiu-tiuted groves and sheltering 
(irs, it w’ere best that the house, the 
work of man, be modest, as its owner 
should be, in the midst of these rich 
blessings from the hand of God.— 
Edmund Hathaway, in N. Y. Tribune.

No one ever had a speaking 
acquaintance with a boy who thought 
the time had arrived when he could 
part with enough hair to stuff a sofa 
{rillow. They must be coerced, and 
kind words and broad promises are 
thrown away. Coercion is tho only 
method. 
I let my boys run about so long and 
then when I get a spare half day I play 
barber. There is no appeal from my 
decision. When I come out llat-footed' 
I cany my point or die trying. 
“ Young man, you can get ready to 
have your hair cut.”

The first step toward 
cutting a boy’s hair is to put in ten 
minutes’ hard work with a currycomb.

My average is 
thirty-five minutes, and I have only two 
minutes left after being able to see that 
he has a scalp. 
It then takes an addi­ 
tional ten minutes to look him over 
and identify him as the same boy I 
began on.

County Tret usurer Miles has been serv­ 
ed with the needed papers notifying him 
that the State has commenced suit in the 
Supremo Court against Rock county to 
recover tho amount collected by the 
county this year from fines over und 
alxive 
costs. The writ is returnable 
April I, and as most know already the 
case is intended as a test to get tho 
opinion of the Supreme Court on the con­ 
struction of the law, which requires every 
county in the State to turn iuto tho State 
treasury “the clear proceeds” of the cases 
in which fines arc collected. According 
to the Attorney General’s construction 
of tho law, if a criminal prosecution 
arises in which no fine is collected, the 
county must bear the costs itself, but 
when a fine is collected, if it exceeds the 
cost of prosecution, the excess or surplus 
must be turned over to the State and the 
be placed in the school fuud. This is 
what he understands by “the clear pro­ 
ceeds.” 
Some six or seven counties only have 
followed this construction of the law, all 
Hie others claiming that if the total fines 
collected amount to more than the total 
costs in Hie cases, then the balance is to 
be turned over, but as this seldom or 
never happens, the counties have not 
been paying anything, claiming that there 
were no “ clear proceeds.”
